Avalanclies Destroy the town 
of Burke in the Cœur 
d’Alene District 


Hig h Water 
Causes Much 
Damag e in the Fertile Will­ 
amette Valley in Oreg on. 


Spokane 
F alls , W ash., 
Special.—The 
town of Iturke, Idaho, in the Coeur d'Alene 
m ining district, has been nearly destroyed 
by disastrous avalanches. 
H alf of the busi­ 
ness houses are in ruin. 
Three m en were 
killed, and the terror-stricken inhabitants 
have fled to the towns of Gem and Wallace, 
fearing a 
repetition 
of 
the 
disaster. 
Particulars 
are 
meag er, 
as 
the 
wires 
to 
all 
the 
points 
in 
the 
mines have g one down, leaving no means 
of com m unication. The disaster occurred 
yesterday afternoon, and 
this morning . 
W ith scarcely a m om ent’s warning , a tre­ 
mendous mass of snow and rocks swept 
down upon the tow n' from the east side ot 
the narrow g ulch in which it is situated. 
Five men were huried beneath the snow. 
Two were rescued, but the others are dead 
and their bodies have not yet been recov­ 
ered. 
The ill-fated town lies in a narrow 
g ulch, throug h w hich Canyon crock pours 
its waters into the south fork of the Cceur 
d'Alene. 
It had about 2U0 inhabitants, 
who have deserted their wrecked or m en­ 
aced homes and places of business. 
The 
nearest town is Gem, also upon Canyon 
ereek and three miles down the stream. 
Yesterday another disastrous 
avalanche 
swept down a boarding house connected 
with thcC uster mine, which is situated upon 
Nir.e Mile creek, about five miles from 
Burke. 
The boarding house was full of 
miners, six of whom were killed. 
The oth­ 
ers had a narrow escape, and a num ber 
were m ore or less injured. 
The disasters 
are not a surprise to those fam iliar with to­ 
pog raphy of that section. 
The towns arc 
situated in very narrow g ulches, on either 
side of which abrupt m ountains arise. The 
snowfall this w inter has been unprecedented 
in the history of the country. 
W ithin the 
last few days it has been raining hard, 
which had the effect of loosening the deep 
snow banks and precipitating them upon 
the town and the houses below.

two of the ushers. 
Following the proces­ 
sion came the choir, sing ing as a recessional 
hymn, “Abide with me, fAst falls the even­ 
ing tide; the darkness deepens; Lord with 
me abide.” The bodies were removed to 
the hearses and the funeral procession was 
formed, the corteg e moving slowly to Rock 
Creek cemetery, just beyond the soldiers’ 
home, where the bodies were placed in a 
receiving vault to aw ait Secretary Tracy’s 
determ ination in reg ard to their perm anent 
resting place. Secretary Tracy did not g o 
to the cemetery, as it was feared the ta.*k 
mig ht prove too much for his streng th.

DEATH IN A TREE TOP. 


Dum b E v idence of a Pitiful T ra gedy 
In th« Mwndocino 
R edw oods. 
W. S. Mills and Henry Eckhart, of 
Colusa county, who recently returned 
from a camping hot am ong the coast 
mountains of Mendocino, tell of a re­ 
markable find am ong the g reat red­ 
wood forests of th a t part of the state, 
a story which, for thrilling , weird, 
woodland trag edy, excels. 
In the northwestern p art of the 
county, late one afternoon, just lie- 
fore sunset, while the hunters were 
tanking their way to c/imp, they no­ 
ticed the rays of the sun in the tree 
top-» of a dense g rove fell on nnd lig ht­ 
ed up a white object hig h up among 
the branches of a larg e m adronatree. 
Approaching the foot of the tree 
for the purpose of g etting a nearer 
view of the white object, they were 
astonished to find, lying 
on the 
g round a t the foot of the tree, the 
remains of an old Kentucky rifie 
barrel, with p art of a much decayed 
stock still cling ing to it. 
The barrel and lock were covered 
with rust, indicating it had lain for 
years in its position. 
While they 
were examining the ancient g un, 
and looking for further evidennce 
around the foot oft he tree, the sun had 
so tar declined as to throw tbe white 
object in the branches in a deep 
shade, making it impossible to make 
out what It was. 
As it was somewhat difficult to 
climb the tree, they concluded to re­ 
turn ia the morning and make fur­ 
ther investig ation, m arking it by 
placing two poles and fallen limbs 
ag ainst th a trunk, they returner) to 
tain p. 
Next morning they returned to the 
1 tree, and in die brig ht morning lig ht 
had no difficulty in m aking out the 
white object to be the skeleton of a 
human being . Mills dim lied to the 
tree nnd found the skeleton to be 
th at ot q uite a larg e man, resting 
across two larg e limbs, and tie« i near 
the thig h bones to the same. 
There was not a particle of flesh on 
the bones, and but few dang ling rag s. 
Near the skeleton, and lying across 
one ot the limbs, was the frayed re­ 
main* of an old coat. 
Throwing th© i o a t to the g round 
Mills descended, it having been decid­ 
ed to leave the bones where they luy 
in the tree, rather than throw them 
to the g round to be scattered by wild 
animals. 
There wa* nothing to indicate how 
the man had met his death, or why 
his g un should be on the g round and 
his skeleton on the tree. 
They conjectured th a t the hunter 
m ig ht have been chased by a bear 
ami had climbed the tree, and had 
accidently dropped his g un, which, 
striking the g round, had exploded 
and wounded the man m ortally, th at 
ere he died he had tied himself to the 
limbs of the tree to prevent the ani­ 
mals- from 
destroying his body. 
This, they thoug ht, would account 
for the broken stock of the g un. 
A search was then made in the re- 
mains of th» - old coat, which was 
molded and m ntted tog etbei in a 
mass. 
An old moldy notebook was found. 
In the hook was pencil writing , which 
was stiil leg ible in places, thoug h the 
leaves were moldy and much injured 
by long exposure to th* weather. On 
the first pag e there was part of a 
name ending with the letters— ng ton;

Ohio, 
W ho Enjoys T hat D istinction. 
A modest brick house, standing a 
little way back from the street In a 
suburb of the city of Dayton, Ohio, Is 
the p rop erty, and for a p art of the 
v ear the home, of a iryp sy of wide re­ 
p ute, the heir ap p arent to a throne in 
Little Egyp t, and here, or hereabout, 
is the rendezv ous of a numerous band 
or tribe. 
This settlement is widely 
known as the home of some of the 
richest and most influential families of 
ffv p sydom, among them the Stanleys, 
of whom the p resent head.

a 
stalwart, handsome man of fifty, as­ 
sumes much of the activ e direction of 
affairs, looking after p rop erty, etc. 
Lying scattered about to the north 
of Dayton are many fine farms owned 
by them. 
At p resent most of the 
farms are in the hands of tenants, for 
howev er near the gyp sy may be to the 
p rimev al man, ho has not yet dev el­ 
op ed a strong liking for the labor of 
the p rimev al occup ation. 
The tiav eliug and camp ing p arties 
are the most interesting and p ictur­ 
esque features of the gyp sy life. These 
usually consist of a single family, the 
term family meaning the whole blood 
connection. 
It may comp rise one or a 
dozen wagons and from three or four 
to nearly half a hundred p eop le. They 
make long or short journeys, as direct­ 
ed by the King, 
stop p ing at each 
p lace as long as the state of the horse 
and p alm istry trade warrants.

BURIED A TOWN. 


Avalanches Destroy the town 
of Burke iii the Coeur 
d'Alene District 


High Water 
Causes Much 
Damage in the Fertile Will­ 
amette Valley iii Oregon. 


S pokane F alls, W ash., 
Special.—The 
town o f lturkc. Idaho, in the Coeur d'Alene 
m ining district, has been nearly destroyed 
by disastrous avalanches. 
H alf ot the busi­ 
ness houses are in ruin. 
Three men were 
killed, and the terror-stricken inhabitants 
have fled to the towns o f Gem and W allace, 
fearing a 
repetition

disaster.

The disaster occurred

corridor. 
They were distinguished only 
by the greater size o f the one containing 
the body o f Mrs. Tracy.

Episcopal burial service, “ I am the Resur­ 
rection and the Lite." 
A t its conclusion 
the choir sung the hym n “Jesus, Lover of 
My Soul.” 
The Scripture lesson was read 
by Rev. Mr. E lliott. 
It began at the tw en­ 
tieth verse o f the fifteenth chapter o f First 
Corinthians: 
“ But now is Christ risen from 
the dead and become the first fruits o f them 
that slept. 
For since by man came deal Ii, 
by man came also the resurrection o f the 
dead.’’ 
The choir then sang “ Rock o f ages, 
cleft for m e.” 
A prayer, read by Dr. Doug­ 
las. concluded the services. 
The president, 
w ith Secretary Tracy on his arm, first 
passed out of the room, and next to them 
cam e Frank Tracy, the son, who was so 
overcom e that he had to be supported by 
two o f the ushers. 
F ollow ing the proces­ 
sion came the choir, singing as a recessional 
hym n, “Abide with me, fast falls the even­ 
ing tide; the darkness deepens; Lord with 
me abide.” 
The bodies were removed to

DEATH IN A TREE TOP. 


Dumb Evidence of a Pitiful Tragedy 
In th e M endocino Redwoods. 
W. S. Mills and Henry Eckhart, of 
Colusa county, who recently returned 
from a camping hut among the coast 
mountains of Mendocino, tell of a re­ 
markable find among the great red­ 
wood forests of th at part of the state, 
a story which, for thrilling, weird, 
woodland tragedy, excels. 
In the northwestern part of the 
county, late one afternoon, just be­ 
fore sunset, while the hunters were 
making their way to camp, they no­ 
ticed the rays of the sun in the tree 
tops ofa dense grove fell on nnd light­ 
ed up a white object high up among 
the branches of a large madronatree. 
Approaching the foot of the tree 
for the purpose of getting a nearer 
view of the white object,, they were 
astonished to find, lying on the 
ground at the foot of the tree, the 
remains of an old Kentucky rifle 
barrel, with part of a much decayed 
stock still clinging to it. 
The barrel and lock were covered 
with rust, indicating it had lain for 
years in its position. 
While they 
were examining the ancient gun, 
and looking for further evidennce I 
around the foot of the tree, the sun had 
so tar declined as to throw the white 
object in, the branches in a deep 
shade, making it impossible to make 
out what It was. 
As it was somewhat difficult to 
climb the tree, they concluded to re­ 
turn in the morning and make fur­ 
ther investigation, marking it by 
placing two poles and fallen limbs 
against tha trunk, they returned to 
camp. 
Next morning they returned to the 
tree, and in tile bright morning light 
had no difficulty in making out the 
white object to be the skeleton of a 
human being. Mills climbed to the 
tree and found the skeleton to be 
that of quite a large man, resting 
across two large limbs, and tied near 
the thigh bones to the same. 
There was not a particle of flesh on 
the bones, and but few dangling rags. 
Near the skeleton, and lying across 
one of the limbs, was the frayed re­ 
mains of an old coat. 
Throwing the coat to the ground 
Mills descended, it having been decid­ 
ed to leave the hones where they Jay 
in the tree, rather than throw them 
to the ground to be scattered by wild 
animals. 
There was nothing to indicate how 
the man had met his death, or why 
his gun should be on the ground and 
his skeleton on the tree. 
They conjectured th at the hunter 
might have been chased by a bear 
and had climbed the tree, and had 
accidently dropped his gun, w hich, 
striking the ground, had exploded 
and wounded the man mortally, that 
ere he died he had tied himself to the 
limbs of the tree to prevent the ani­ 
mals- from 
destroying his body. 
This, they thought, would account 
for tlie broken stock of the gun. 
A search was then made in the re­ 
mains of the old coat, which was 
molded and matted together in a 
mass. 
An old moldy notebook was found. 
In the book was pencil writing, which 
was still legible in places, though the 
leaves were moldy and much injured 
by longexpoBtireto the weather. On 
the first page there was part of a 
name ending with the letters—ngton; 
all the balance of the name w as obli­ 
terated by mold and stain. 
There was writing on the next two * 
or three pages, but it could not be 
deciphered. 
The next few pages 
were comparatively clean and the 
writing perfectly eligible. It was a 
record or his last days in the tree, 
and read: 
He is gone again, but she sits at 
the foot of the tree. * * * How 
long will this last. For three days 
I have kept up in this tree and I am 
dying with hunger and| thirst. One 
of the bears always remains, while 
the other goes away for hours. 
* * • Will they never leave the 
tree? Shall I die here, and then fall 
to be eaten by them? * * * lf I 
only had my rifle again or a drink 
of water. I have eaten nothing but 
the leaves of the trees and they are 
so bitter. * * # The sun is nearly 
down and the male l»ear has re­ 
turned. They will both remain all 
night. * * * It’s morning again. 
I thought I was eating in the slight 
dreams last night. No; |atndyingof 
hunger and thirst, I am growing 
weaker. * * * I have wept until 
there are no more tears. I found 
myself trying to get out of the tree 
last night, but tile bears growled 
and I came to my senses.

The bears are under the tree. The 
ground is covered with them. There 
are hundreds of them. I have been 
eating leaves ami do not feel hungry 
now. I think I ll get out of this yet 
if all those bears will go away.

The sun is going down 
again. I won t write any more. 
The following was probably written 
the same day or it might have been 
written the following day; he writes 
his last few lines, and they are inco­ 
herent: 
I had hard work to get the book 
out of my coat. I have tied coat 
over limb; tied my legs to limb with 
suspenders, * * * wont write any 
more soon, as it will be two weeks to­ 
morrow----- 
Tilly—last night Tilly was here— 
She here all time now—as I will be 
too weak in the morning—last night 
she—Tilly—so 
are the bears. So 
many—find me—find me—only—to 
think—where are they—I will put— 
put—put the book in pocket good 
night FII not be gone—love—Tilly----- 
Here ended the writing, of which 
the above is a correct copy. There 
were no dates to the pages, and noth­ 
ing to indicate th at the writing 
might not have been done the same 
day and at the same time. 
The writer retained the writing for 
some weeks before he gave it for pub­ 
lication, seriously doubting its au­ 
thenticity.—San Francisco Ex am iller.

Already the two robbers had nearly 
reached the farther end of the smoking 
car; thousands of dollars were in my 
care; I must saye it,

stepped to the platform of my car, 
grasped the lever that operated the 
Mille! 
coupling, 
and with a quick 
strong pull, separated tho draw-heads. 
I was not a moment too soon. Before 
the engine and express cai 
had shot 
200 feet ahead of the train, the door 
c-f the smoking car opened and the 
jobbers stepped out. 
I heal’d their 
cry of rage, saw the flashes of their 
involvers, and the bullets struck the 
wood work behind me. 
Hurrying for­ 
ward, I told the engineer what I had 
done. 
He heartily approved of my 
and his words reassured me. 
taken a desperate coufse, but 
6aved a great deal of valuable property. 
We hurried on through the dark­ 
ness and soon reached the next sta­ 
tion, from which the news was tele­ 
graphed to the company's offices in 
San Francisco and Tucson.

A modest brick house, standing a 
little way back from the street, In a 
suburb of the city of Dayton, Ohio. Is 
the property, and for a part of the 
year the home, of a gypsy of wide re­ 
pute, the heir apparent to a throne in 
Little Egypt, and here, or hereabout, 
is the rendezvous of a numerous band 
or tribe. 
This settlement Is widely 
known as the home of some of the 
richest and most influential families of 
gypsydom, among them the Stanleys, 
of whom the present head, Levi, is 
called the King. 
This Levi Stanley is 
a short, thick-set man of something 
over seventy years; he is still strong 
and active, with a ruddy cheek and 
bright eye. 
Much of his time is 
passed with 
the 
traveling parties 
while his eldest son, Levi, Jr., a 
stalwart, handsome man of fifty, as­ 
sumes much of the active direction of 
affairs, looking after property, etc. 
Lying scattered about to the north 
of Dayton are many fine farms owned 
by them. 
At present most of the 
farms are in the hands of tenants, for 
however near the gypsy may be to the 
primeval man, he has not yet devel­ 
oped a strong liking for the labor of 
tho primeval occupation. 
The traveling and camping parties 
are the most interesting and pictur­ 
esque features of tho gypsy life. These 
usually consist of a single family, the 
term family meaning the whole blood 
connection. 
It may comprise one or a 
dozen wagons and from three or four 
to nearly half a hundred people. They 
make long or short journeys, aa direct­ 
ed by the King, 
stopping at each 
place as long as the state of the horse 
and palmistry trade warrants.

A Legend o f Scot land. 
David I. of Scotland

cartridge contains .IOO 
shots, which can be discharged as rap­ 
idly or slowly as a man desires.
